ANAHEIM, Calif Just hours after a masterful pitch- 
ing performance in his season debut, L, A, Angels 
pitcher Nick Adenhart and two other people 
were killed Thursday by a suspected drunken 
driver, police said, “a tragedy that will never be 
forgotten,” Angels manager Mike Scioscia said. 
The Angels postponed Thursday night’s game 
and the team planned to gather, Scioscia said at 
an Angel Stadium news conference, 

Adenhart, 22, was a passenger in a silver 
Mitsubishi Eclipse that was broadsided in an 
intersection about 12:30 a,m, by a minivan that 
apparently ran a red light, police said. 

The driver fled the crash scene on foot and 
was captured a half-hour later. Police identified 
him as Andrew Thomas Gallo, 22, of Riverside, 
and said he had a suspended license because of a 
previous drunken driving conviction. 


Preliminary results indicated Gallo’s blood- 
alcohol level was above the legal limit, police 
said, 

Adenhart, of Silver Spring, Md,, died in sur- 
gery at the University of California, Irvine 
Medical Center, 

A 27-year-old man in the car and the driver, 20- 
year-old Courtney Frances Stewart of Diamond 
Bar, were pronounced dead at the scene, police 
said, 

Adenhart’s death came just hours after he 
made his fourth major-league start in Wednesday 
night’s loss to Oakland, His father had flown out 


from Baltimore to watch the game, 

“He summoned his father the day before and 
he said, ‘You better come here because some- 
thing special’s gonna happen,’ ” said Adenhart’s 
agent, Scott Boras,

a major-leaguer,” Boras said, weeping,

The economy’s steep plunge 
appears to be ending, a top pres- 
idential adviser said Thursday, 
but he refused to predict how 
high the unemployment rate 
will rise before a sustainable 
recovery begins, 

Lawrence Summers, director 
of President Obama’s National 
Economic Council, said there 
have been some encourag- 
ing signs the dive in economic 
activity that began late last year 
was drawing to a close, 

“There has been a substantial 
anecdotal flow over the last six 
to eight weeks of things that 
felt a little bit better,” Summers 
told the Economic Club of 
Washington, 

“The sense of a ball falling 
off a table, which is what the 
economy has felt like since the 
middle of last fall ,„ we can be 
reasonably confident that that 
is going to end within the next 
few months and we will no lon- 
ger have that sense of a free 
fall,” 

The unemployment rate 
surged to a 25-year high of 8,5 
percent in March, the govern- 
ment reported last week. 

That followed a fourth quar- 
ter when the GDP plunged at 
an annual rate of 6,3 percent, 
the biggest drop since 1982, 
Many private economists 
expect the jobless rate to keep 
rising, even if the economy 
begins growing later this year, 
and likely will peak above 10 
percent early in 2010,

Reality show 
hits new low 

You couldn’t pay me to watch certain reality TV competitions, 

I skipped The CW slop known as “Farmer Wants a Wife.” 

I can’t stomach Donald Trump and his crazy comb-over on “The 
Celebrity Apprentice 

“Celebracadabra” should vanish from view forever. But I’d watch 
a daylong marathon of all those shows running concurrently before 
setting one eyeball on Fox’s newest reality invention, “Someone’s 
Gotta Go,” 

The show— co-developed by Endemol USA (“Big Brother”)— fea- 
tures a different troubled small business each episode. The compa- 
ny’s employees, not the boss, are charged with pink-slipping one of 
their own co-workers. The Associated Press reported. 

Participants will get access to each other’s salaries before making 
the decision, AP said, adding that the laid-off employee will earn a 
small severance. 

That’s where the sympathy seems to end, 

“It’s certainly no worse than watching the news every night and 
hearing all the statistics and watching what is happening,” Fox’s 
chief of alternative programming, Mike Darnell, told AP of the 
show with aTBA air date, “To be frank, like aU these shows, if you 
don’t want to watch, don’t watch it,” 

Is your jaw on the ground yet? 

When you bend down to pick it up, feel around for Fox’s ethics 
because this is an all-new low for reality programming, even in a 
world where Bret Michaels looks for love aboard a tour bus. 

It’s even a new low for Fox, no easy feat for the network that 
brought us “Temptation Island,” 

At least in the “Island” case, the contestants shoulder most of the 
blame for their humiliation. You deserve what you get when you’re 
willing to risk on-screen adultery 

But it’s another thing to mock this ugly economy, especially as 
headlines scream with stories of people who have taken their own 
lives or others’ in the face of a devastating job loss. 

This weekend, a Pittsburgh man, upset over losing his job, shot 
and killed three police officers, the Philadelphia Inquirer reported. 
Last week, Jiverly Wong killed 13 people at a Binghamton, N, Y, 
immigration aid center, in part because he lost his job, police told 
The New Y)rk Times, 

That’s not to suggest that “Someone’s Gotta Go” will cause that 
kind of calamity, but such incidents point to the impact of this 
economy on people’s psyches. With job losses at record highs, who 
would be willing to watch co-workers tear each other down to keep 
their jobs and what little dignity the show leaves them? 

“Someone’s Gotta Go” essentially assails the unemployed. 

It also insults the integrity of audiences, whom Fox presumes are 
entertained by job cuts. But if we must cut, I have a suggestion for 
the first someone that’s gotta go: the goof who green-lit this show

Pi management confirmed 
Thursday that owner Chris Sommers and 
business partner Ryan Mangilardo flew to 
Washington with dough, cheese and pizza pans. 

“They were very excited,” said Pi assistant 
manager Lindsey Tornetto, who gloated that 
Obama requested Pi’s pizza after remembering it 
from a St. Louis campaign stop in October. “No 
hard feelings,” said Tornetto. “I guess he likes the 
cornmeal {crust].” 

No way, Chicago deep-dish aficionados insist- 
ed Thursday 

Marc Malnati, owner of 30 Lou Malnati’s 
Pizzerias across the Chicago area, said he’d never 
heard of Pi , and had to assume Obama’s choice 
came from lack of experience.

A Harvard professor and Illinois Institute 
of Technology graduate has developed 
inhalable chocolate. 

The product, called Le Whif, will make 
its debut in the U.S. at next month’s All 
Candy Expo, a massive confection-indus- 
try gathering at McCormick Place. Its 
inventor, David Edwards, who helped 
develop inhalable insulin and is working 
on an inhalable TB vaccination, threw out 
the idea of breathable food while teaching 
an engineering sciences class at Harvard 
several years ago. 

Along with several students, Edwards 
developed a modified inhaler and settled 
on using chocolate particles that are 80 to 
300 microns— too big to enter the lungs 



and trigger coughing, he said. The device 
coats the user’s mouth with the taste of 
chocolate— at less than i calorie. Edwards 
envisions people enjoying Le Whif 
along with a cup of coffee. But he 
has a larger vision, as well. 

“We believe really strongly 
that there’s a whole new way of 
eating— by aerosol,” Edwards, 

48, said in a phone interview from 
Paris. Chocoholics will be able to pur- 
chase 24 “whiff” bundles online at the end 
of the month for about $50, Edwards said. 

Each “whiff” contains four puffs. 

He said he sees other inhalable food 
possibilities, like soup or certain spices, 
but has no plans to take on, say, Chicago- “I think deep-dish pizza is best left in 
style deep-dish pizza. the pan,” Edwards said.

Call it Lance Armstrong vs, France, Round ? 
Actually, who can keep accurate track of how many 
times the cyclist and French anti-doping officials 
have stepped in the ring, 

Armstrong is under a cloud of suspicion yet again 
after falling out of sight of a drug tester last month 
when warned not to do so, France’s anti-doping 
agency said Thursday 

Armstrong, the seven-time Tour de France win- 
ner, is accused of possibly violating the anti-doping 
agency’s rules during the test on March 17 when 
he was training in France, Armstrong denies any 
wrongdoing. He also said that no banned substanc- 
es were found in the samples taken that day 

In a statement posted on its Web site Thursday, 
the French agency said Armstrong “did not respect 
the obligation to remain under the direct and per- 
manent observation” of the drug tester, 

Pierre Bordry the French anti-doping agency’s 
president, said the agency would make a decision 
on whether to bring a case against Armstrong, First, 
though, the details of the tester’s report would be 
reviewed. 


Under French law, the tester collected hair, urine 
and blood samples from Armstrong, but not before 
a 20 -minute delay during which Armstrong took a 
shower while his assistant checked the tester’s cre- 
dentials, 

Armstrong, in a statement released this week, 
called the accusation “outrageous,” He said the drug 
tester noted no irregularities with the test on the offi- 
cial sample collection form. That form was signed by 
Armstrong and the tester, Armstrong said, 

“We asked if it was OK for me to run inside and 
shower while they made their calls, and the tester 
said that was fine,” Armstrong said, “I did not try to 
evade or delay the testing process that day” 

Under international standards for sample collec- 
tion, athletes must remain in the view of the drug 
testers at all times. That rule prevents an athlete 
from trying to manipulate his urine— perhaps by 
drinking a lot of water to dilute his sample— in 
order to try to beat a test, 

‘At the end of the day, each case depends on its 
own facts,” David Howman, the director general 
of the World Anti-Doping Agency, said Thursday 
“%u have to be clear that the athlete has heard the 
information about staying in the view of the tester. 
If he has clearly heard the warning and decides to 
walk away, then it would be a breach,” 

If it is proven that the athlete has clearly broken 
the rules, it could possibly lead to a two-year pen- 
alty, Howman said.

Possibility lives in libraries. It starts when 
youVe a kid, sitting cross-legged between 
the stacks and dreaming of cavorting with 
Wild Things and traveling through magical 
wardrobes. It’s stiH there when you’re in col- 
lege, getting you through all of the caffeine- 
fueled cramming. And the last time I went 
to a library, a Tuesday in November, there 
was a line of voters wrapping around the 
block and the air was filled with possibility 
So it’s fitting that Branch 27 own- 
ers Cary Michael, a former Rockit Bar 
Sc Grill general manager, and Howard 
Natinsky who’s also behind Fat Cat, Five 
Star and Empire Liquors, saw something 
in the corner West Town building that was 
once home to the city’s 27th Ward library 
They went to town on the place, turning a 
brick-and-terra cotta shell from the turn of 
last century into a rustic, comfortable eatery 
for the turn of this century 
This isn’t just a standard bit-of-exposed- 
brick-here, touch-of-repurposed- 
wood-there rehab. The three-room 
space is filled with thoughtful surpris- 
es: ornate mirrors, three-dimensional 
wall art crafted from scavenged parts 
of old printing presses, and a noisy 
main dining room that opens up into 
a calmer, atrium-like back room com- 
plete with pitched glass ceilings. 

But surprises end with the decor. Chef 
Bob Zrenner’s menu is predictable, a sort of 
“best of the ’90s” compilation that moves 
without irony from tuna tar tare to beet salad 
to grilled salmon. It’s comfort food for a 
new generation, so familiar that you almost 
expect a younger version of yourself, circa 
1999 or so, to slide into the booth next to 
you and knowingly order a tuna burger with- 
out even glancing at the menu, 

^s, you’ve seen this all before: baked goat 
cheese ($8); flatbreads ($io-$ii); flatiron 
steak ($22); flourless chocolate cake ($7); and 


so on. But the kitchen doesn’t aim to inno- 
vate, Branch 27 is a neighborhood place, and 
the goal is to please all who come this way 
That could be a daunting task. On opening 
weekend, the crowd included 
everyone from families with kids 
to young couples to groups of 
guys who gathered around the 
two flat-screen TVs in the front 
bar to catch NCAA Final Four 
highlights. We also spotted sev- 
eral tables of twenty- and thirty- 
somethings who either were way 
overdressed for burgers and beer in West Town 
or (more likely) stopping off for cocktails and a 
bite before hitting the clubs. 

Branch 27 attempts to sate them all by 
sticking solidly to the familiar. But while 
familiarity has its perks— at some point, near- 
ly everyone has craved a tuna burger, wasabi 
aioli and all— it also has drawbacks. The trou- 
ble with offering dishes everyone’s had dozens 
of times before is that unless execution is 
superlative, well, they’re just dishes everyone’s 
had dozens of times before. 

Perhaps this is why Branch 27’s menu seems

lackluster, from starters such as mussels ($12) in 
a dull white wine broth straight on through to 
desserts ($7), which have an assembly-line feel 
to them, (Everything we sampled— apple tart, 
cherry bread pudding and fudge brownie sundae 
alike— arrived topped with a scoop of vanilla 
ice cream and an identical drizzle of caramel or 
chocolate sauce,) Even the calamari ($10), a dish 
our server talked up, failed to impress, though 
the addition of pickled mild cherry peppers, fried 
along with the squid, added some interest, 

A few dishes break up the monotony There are 
sweet brown sugar-rubbed ribs ($10) in tart cran- 
berry-apple glaze. There’s a reliable burger ($11), 
a white cheddar-covered 8-ouncer on a Red Hen 
bun with wholegrain mustard-barbecue sauce and 
crispy fried shallots. And there’s a boneless half 
chicken ($16) in its own jus, seasoned with lemon, 
garlic and herbs. The juicy bird, served with but- 
tery skin-on mashed potatoes and Brussels sprouts 
sauteed with hunks of smoky applewood bacon, is 
a clear standout— and helped us realize that maybe 
there’s still some possibility in this old library

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Lily Allen writes her own tunes 
and calls her own shots 


Lily Allen on ...

Lily Allen has never shied away from biting 
sarcasm or explicit frankness. 

In some songs, the British pop starlet disses 
by way of thinly veiled compliments, and in 
others she tells you exactly what’s bugging her. 
Fans will get a chance to hear her roar during a 
sold-out show Sunday at the Riviera Theatre. 

Allen’s latest single, “Not Fair,” is delightful- 
ly blunt as it tells the story of a man who is per- 
fect— until she gets him between the sheets. As 
Allen laments her lover’s horizontal inabilities 
in childlike awe, the star— who writes all of her 
lyrics and co-writes the music— reveals why 
she is such a special enigma in pop music. 

“There’s just one thing that’s getting in the 
way / When we go up to bed you’re just no 
good— it’s such a shame ... It’s not fair, and I 
think you’re really mean.” 

Allen could have related those sentiments 
a million ways. But she tells him he’s mean 
instead of hanging him out to dry She’s verbal- 
ly wicked without being cruel, and she writes 
an entire song about sex while staying smart 
and very coy relative to the kind of lyrics often 
heard on the radio these days— and that’s not 
an easy charge. 

“It’s not that sexually explicit,” Allen said last 
week via telephone from England. “She’s just 
talking frankly Guys are more explicit in hip- 
hop about the goings-on in the bedroom. Some 
people say, ‘But it’s too graphic’— well it’s not 
really compared to other music out there.” 

Allen sees it as a double standard. 


“It’s important in this day and age for 
women to take control and ownership of their 
sexuality,” Allen said, “and that’s what I’m 
doing here.” 

At 23, Allen is wise beyond her years — 
something often credited to her showbiz 
upbringing, her dad is an actor/musician 
and her mom is a film producer. And while 
that no doubt contributes to her knowing 
approach to celebrity, it’s clear Allen is as 
smart as she is sassy 

Allen’s second record, “It’s Not Me, It’s 
Abu,” was released in February with the 
meandering, plain-spoken pop brilliance 
of lead single “The Fear.” Allen was writ- 
ing about being incredibly famous, sure 
But whereas her first record positioned 
her as this cocky starlet, her sopho- 
more effort mixes a real vulnerability 
with her British assuredness. 

How do we know it’s real? 

Because unlike Britney Spears and 
the Pussycat Dolls, Allen’s name 
appears on the writing credits for 
each of her songs. 

“I wouldn’t be doing this if 
they weren’t my songs,” Allen 
said flatly “I wouldn’t have any 
interest in it. When I’m onstage, 

I need to believe what I’m sing- 
ing. And if somebody else has 
written the song, I wouldn’t be 
able to carry it off with any con- 
viction.”
